Planted  pines  ^rew  much 
faster  on  areas  that  were 
cleared  with  the  heavy 
double-  drum  chopper— 
probably  because  this  _ 

machine  chopped  all  plarrt  debris  into  the  ground 
and  did  not  remove  topsoil.  The  very  best  site 
treatment  consists  of  burning  the  ground  litter 
about  May  I,  allowing  6 to  8 weeks  for  oaks 
to  sprout  and  chopping  about  June  15^  then  chop- 
ping once  more  in  August  or  September 
Heavy  machinery  is  essential. Ordinary  farm 
equipment  is  much  too  light  to  destroy  scrub  oaks.
